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Privatisation: back to the future 


Privatisation of public transport 
will send Melbourne back into the bad 
old days of poor service and spiralling 
costs. This was the message of PTUA 
President Paul Mees to a public meet- 
ing called on Wednesday 1 October to 
discuss the privatisation issue. 

Mr Mees reminded participants of 
the history of public transport in Mel- 
bourne, which until the 1980s was the 
English-speaking world’s closest ap- 
proximation to free-enterprise public 
transport. Melbourne’s trains and trams 
commenced as a plethora of private op- 
erations and municipal trusts, which were 
subsequently taken over by the State gov- 
ernment after widespread bankruptcy and 
public dissatisfaction with poor service. 
The trains and trams nonetheless contin- 
ued to compete under public ownership, 
with no thought given to service integra- 
tion. Standards declined steadily through 
the postwar period and fares rose as more 
and more people were driven away. 

By comparison, the most successful 
public transport initiative ever undertaken 
by an operator in Melbourne was the 
multimodal fare system introduced in the 
early 1980s. This system boosted patron- 
age on all public transport modes as soon 
as it was introduced, and is considered to 
be largely responsible for the continued 
survival of Melbourne’s private suburban 
bus operators. Ironically it is precisely 
this multimodal system which is in dan- 
ger of being undermined by the Kennett 
Government’s privatisation agenda, 
which aims to split the system yet again 
into competing components and endanger 


any remaining hopes of a well-integrated, 
world-class public transport service. 

Mr Mees was followed by John An- 
drews of Andrews Sykes Consulting, who 
has produced an analysis of public trans- 
port systems in Melbourne and other cit- 
ies around the world. Mr Andrews made 
the point that the wholesale privatisation 
envisaged by the government is an ex- 
periment which has never before been 
tried on an urban public transport system 
of this size. In all cities having a tram or 
light rail network of similar size to Mel- 
bourne’s, the network is run as an inte- 
grated whole by a single organisation. 
Furthermore, the western cities having 
the highest share of trips taken by public 
transport (Paris, London, Munich, Zurich 
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and Toronto) all have their public trans- 
port controlled by a strong central author- 
ity at arm’s length from government. 

The meeting was well attended and 
is another step in the campaign to resist 
the ideologically-driven privatisation of 
Meilbourne’s public transport. 

In an effort to raise awareness of 

the issues in Parliament, the PTUA has 
sent letters to all MPs requesting their 
stance on privatisation. Responses are 
pouring in—more details next issue.

Full court appeal has 


good chance of success 

Peter Allan’s challenge to the 
City Link tax breaks now moves to the 
Full Federal Court, following an ad- 
verse ruling in August by Justice 
Mansfield. 

Peter, it will be recalled, is a 
neighbour of the Tullamarine Freeway 
and has challenged the tax breaks 
awarded to Transurban by the Devel- 
opment Allowance Authority. The 
DAA’s governing legislation states 
that tax breaks cannot be awarded if 
“there is in force...a law that... will 
prohibit or restrict the operation of 
other facilities in competition with the 
infrastructure facilities concerned.” 
The restrictions on public transport 
and proposed road closures in the 
Melbourne City Link Act 1995 clearly 
contravene this prohibition. 

The DAA has not defended its 
decision on its merits, but is instead 
relying on an arcane legal technicality 
called ‘standing’. The DAA’s deci- 
sion to refuse Peter Allan standing has 
been upheld by a single judge of the 
Federal Court, and Peter has appealed 
to the Full Court. A number of law- 
yers and academics have indicated 
that the case has a good chance of suc- 
cess. Because there are no appeal 
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hearing dates available in Melbourne 
until March next year, the case has 
been moved to Canberra, where it will 
be heard on 31 October. 


Retrial date to be set 

Phil Morey’s action against the 
project under the Trade Practices Act 
is awaiting a retrial date following 
Phil’s victory on appeal before the 
Full Court. His argument, that the 
City Link prospectus misled investors 
by overstating likely traffic volumes 
and toll revenues, has been given 
added force by the recent announce- 
ment that the proprietors of the M2 
tollway in Sydney have suspended 
payments to investors because of 
lower-than-predicted traffic volumes. 

Following Justice Northrop’s 
dismissal of Phil Morey’s action last 
year, Transurban applied for an order 
that the costs of the case be paid by the 
PTUA. In February this year, Justice 
Northrop dismissed this application 
and ordered Transurban to pay the 
PTUA’s costs. Transurban then is- 
sued a similar application against 
PTUA President Paul Mees person- 
ally. This application is continuing, 
despite the original decision having 
been overtumed by the Full Court.

Transurban’s application against Paul 
Mees was listed before Justice 
Heerey, one of the three members of 
the Full Court in the Morey appeal. 
Transurban asked the judge to dis- 
qualify himself from hearing the case 
against Mees on the ground of bias 
(“We lost, therefore the judge was bi- 
ased”). Justice Heerey refused to do 
so, and Transurban have now ap- 
pealed to the Full Court against this 
decision. Paul is representing himself 
and the case is listed for hearing in 
March next year. Paul has asked the 
court to dismiss the case against him 
as an abuse of the process of the court; 
in his words “‘it is a flagrant exercise in 
bullying critics by a well-funded cor- 
poration.” 

People Against City Link has es- 
tablished a fighting fund to help Phil, 
Paul and Peter in their unequal strug- 
gle with the Transurban corporate gi- 
ant. Although the lawyers involved 
are generously acting pro bono, sub- 
Stantial funds are needed to pay court 
fees.

Many people asked why they 
were not entitled to high quality public 
transport when inner suburbs with 
lower population densities received 
good tram and train services. 
Keysborough was identified as an area 
with a very young population but terri- 
ble bus services. Local people com- 
plained that even the poor bus services 
that do exist, often miss connections at 
rail stations. 

Mr Kim Wells, the local MP for 
Wantirna, sponsored a (predictably) 
poorly patronised extension of the Glen 
Waverley-Wheelers Hill bus to 
Rowville by a circuitous route, taking 
40 minutes for a journey that takes 15 
or less by car. If ever a bus service was 
designed to fail, this was it. Mr Wells 
appears to believe he has proved there 
is no need for a rail extension. On the 
other hand he feels the ring road is vi- 
tal. 

Minister Robin Cooper responded 
to the PTUA campaign in Knox News 
on 7 October, describing PTUA Secre- 


ment, including his own, 
and asks the Minister to get on with 
running public transport for all the 
people of Melbourne, including those 
in the Outer East who have some of 
the worst public transport in the met- 
ropolitan area. The Minister seems 
distracted by the disastrous sideshow 
issues Of automatic ticketing and pri- 
vatisation. The PTUA stands by its 
policy that high quality public trans- 
port should be available right across 
metropolitan Melbourne. We stand by 
our policy that high quality public 
transport will carry many more pas- 
sengers and cost the government much 
less overall in subsidies. 

Our president Paul Mees has 
spoken to Dandenong councillors and 
to a Nillumbik Council advisory com- 
mittee on the Scoresby issues.

In a gesture that confirms Aus- 
tralia’s status as an environmental 
delinquent (as if it was needed after

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Sydney to Canberra 
favourite could speed 
Victorian services as well 

Network Rail magazine (Oct- 
Nov 97) rates the Siemens led Inter 
Capital Express consortium as favour- 
ites for new Sydney to Canberra high 
speed service. 

At a cost of $1 billion the train 
could be operating in three years, do- 
ing the trip from downtown Sydney in 
90 minutes. The final proposal would 
be a careful tradeoff between money 
spent on straightening and upgrading 
track, and a more sophisticated train 
concept including ‘active tilt’ for 
higher speeds on curves (which 
abound on the Sydney-Canberra line). 

While electrification of the route 
would be ideal, Siemens could pro- 
duce a diesel powered version of their 
high speed ICE Tilt concept train and 
electrify later. 

From the Victorian perspective it

is important that the route into Can- 
berra allows easy extension of the 
route to the west and south-west to- 
wards Wagga Wagga and Albury- 
Wodonga. The present branch line 
from Goulbum to Queanbeyan and 
Canberra is 40 kilometres longer than 
a short new construction serving 
North Canberra from the main South- 
em Line. 


The potential is for a journey 
time from Sydney to Melbourne of 
less than five hours, on an upgraded 
main line also benefitting heavy 
freight rail operators. An upgrade 
costing perhaps $3 billion all up 
would be a national bargain. Readers 
will recall the last figures in the late 
1980s, for a completely new TGV 
type line, was $13 billion for the Syd- 
ney-Melboume route. 


Intermediate towns and cities 
would receive services to the capitals 
as fast as commuter air, and twice as

fast as driving. Albury would be one 
and a half hours from Melboume, and 
Wagga about 2 hours. 

As the line is electrified in future 
to provide a more efficient service, the 
existing diesel trains could move to 
Victorian mainlines to dramatically 
improve services to main country des- 
tinations in our state. 


Bairnsdale update 

The Bairnsdale Save Our Train 
group reports in their October news- 
letter that Public Transport Minister 
Robin Cooper has backed the return of 
the Bairnsdale train, saying that once a 
private operator is in place on the Sale 
service they will extend to Bairnsdale. 

However, “it was a pity that the 
Minister was not prepared to back his 
own judgement to the extent of intro- 
ducing the Bairnsdale train immedi- 
ately rather than waiting for the 
privatisation of V/Line.”

out, the best public transport 
systems worldwide are inte- 
grated organisations in public 
ownership. 
e Since this article was written, 
OneLink have been given yet 
more time (until February next 
year) to demonstrate a working 
system. We are not surprised 
that the deadline has been ex- 
tended yet again, but the question re- 
mains: how much longer can the 
government wait for a ticketing sys- 
tem that is essential to its privatisation 
plans, and can the public still be confi- 
dent that the government will not ac- 
cept an inferior system?

The out- 
side of the carriage gleamed in the 
new livery but inside, though it was 
tidy, there was no sign of an upgrade.

Street the heating gradually decreased 
and only came on again at Terang, half 
an hour from our destination. I po- 
litely enquired of the conductor 
whether there was a problem, and 
while she undertook to find out, she 
did not stop to tell me while passing 
up and down the train over the next 
hour and a half.

However, the Sprinter railcars with 
modem suspension smooth out the 
Geelong line track remarkably com- 
pared with West Coast trains.

More grief 
for Upfield 
passengers 


Upfield line passengers are set to face 


further hassles as Transurban have an- 
nounced they need another three 
months to build their road on top of 
the line. Given the history of delays in 
City Link construction to day, it was 
probably over-optimistic to expect the 
construction to finish on time. The 
State government has already reneged 
on one promise by allowing the clo- 
sure in the first place. 

Meanwhile, bus services con- 
necting the Upfield line to suburbs 
further north are under threat due to 
falling patronage as a result of the pro- 
tracted closure. Already the 320 bus 
from Upfield to Craigiebum has been 
“discontinued following a passenger 
survey by the Department of Infra- 
Structure showing ‘poor patronage’.” 

When will our transport planners 
learn that an integrated network is es- 
sential to the viability of public trans- 
port services? Will they continue to 
throw our services in the ‘too hard’ 
basket rather than have a go at some 
real improvements that could also im- 
prove their cost recovery?

Stagecoach to stage coup 


in Melbourne? 

UK private bus operator Stage- 
coach recently galloped into town on a 
publicity trip. 

Stagecoach says it would like to 
take over all of Melbourne’s public 
transport, promising a wide-eyed 
press ten-minute frequencies and one- 
minute headways in the peak. 

Sounds remarkably like PTUA 
policy, perhaps someone is listening 
out there. Sadly, back in home terri- 
tory Stagecoach aren’t exactly the 
good guys. South West Trains in the 
UK, which ran short of 70 drivers and 
cancelled hundreds of trains over 
many months, is a Stagecoach opera- 
tion. 


Sydney motorway over 
the hills 


Hills Motorway, proprietors of 
the financially straitened M2 tollway 
in Sydney, have announced that they 
will not be paying any dividends to in- 
vestors until the June quarter of next 
year, owing to traffic levels being 
lower than forecast. 

The announcement seems to 
have forestalled a further dive in the 
company’s share price, now at around 
$1.50 having fallen from a level of 
about $2.50 at the time of the 
tollway’s opening.

Do not board a train without 
a ticket, expecting to buy one 
at the other end, if the ticket 
office at your originating 
station is open. Revenue 
Protection Officers are 
showing no mercy to pass- 
engers in handing out fines. 
Even if there are no staff at 
your station, take care.
